The  Fuhlic  Health.  Laboratory  at  the  General  Hospital 
Northampton  nas  rendered  good  service  chiefly  in  the  examination 
of  throat  swabs,  a  good  many  have  been  submitted  to  them  ^ nd 
full  reports  furnished  both  to  the  Practitioners  concerned  and 
to  me.

I  have  studied  the  Report  of  Messrs.  Lemon  &  Blizard 
to  the  Aspley  Guise.  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn  Sands  Joint  Committee. 


I  do  not  propose  to  go  into  the  details  of  this  Report, 
but  there  is  one  point  to  which  I  should  like  to  call  attention 
as  it  affects  the  supply  in  this  District,  The  Reservoir  at  Bow 
Brickhill  has  a  capacity  cf  350? 000  gallons.  The  Engineers  state 
that  when  the  level  falls  below  4  feet  in  depth  no  water  can  pass 
to  the  Newport  Pagnell  Rural  District  area  as  the  supply  main 
thereto  is  at  too  high  a  level. 


That  the  present  capacity  of  the  Reservoir  is  equivalent 
to  2/3rds  of  a  day  supply  on  the  present  average  consumption. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  a  new  Reservoir  of  1,500,000  gallons 
on  an  adjoining  site  giving  a  total  storage  capacity  of  1,850,000 
gallons.  When  this  is  done  there  should  be  no  shortage  in  any  of 
the  villages  due  to  mechanical  defects.

QUANTITY 

The  supply  has  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

QUALITY 

The  bacteriological  reports  on  the  treated  water  have 
been  very  satisfactory  during  the  year.  The  improvements  reviewed 
in  my  last  Report  have  borne  fruit.  The  results  have  been  good, 
but  I  think  that  constant  vigilance  is  necessary  so  that  the 
standard  arrived  at  during  the  past  year  may  be  maintained.

QUANTITY 

In  order  to  increase  tne  storage  capacity  a  new  tank 
has  been  erected.  The  capacity  of  this  tank  is  gallons. 

The  two  other  tanks  have  a  capacity  of  7,5^  gallons  and  1,500 
gallons,  thus  the  present  storage  capacity  is  13,000  gallons. 

An  extra  20  houses  have  been  supplied  during  the  year  thus  making 
140  houses,  Manor  Farm  and  the  School  are  now  on  the  supply. 

QUALITY 

Two  bacteriological  analyses  were  made  during  the  year. 
In  April  the  Report  was  satisfactory.  In  November  the  Rfcport 

was  as  follows  "Owing  to  tho  presence  of  coliform  organisms 
in  appreciable  numbers,  the  water  was  abnormal  as  regards 
bacterial  content.  Owing,  however,  to  the  absence  of  3a.c,Coli 
the  water  was  not  considered  unwholesome  but,  not  of  a  standard 
required  for  a  public  supply"  . 

At  present  the  wafer  is  untreated.  In  view,  however, 
of  these  reports  which  show  that  the  water  is  liable  to  some 
degree  of  pollution,  I  think  a  chlorinating  plant  should  be 
installed.  Thereby  a  pure  and  wholesome  supply  would  be 
ensured. 


Number  of  connections  made  from  this  source  during  the 
year  is  21. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  other  sources  of 
supply,  viz:  Stoke  G-oldington,  Tyringham,  Filgrave  and  G-ayhurst. 

PRIVATE  WELLS  AND  SPRINGS 

A  number  of  samples  have  been  taken  from  suspected 
wells  and  springs  and  submitted  to  analysis.  There  these  have 
been  found  unsatisfactory  the  Owners  of  the  propertiss  concerned 
have  laid  on  a  piped  supply  from  the  Council's  mains. 


DPaINAC-E  and  gewerag-e 

Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
maintaining  the  existing  Sewage  Works  due  to  the  supply  position, 

THE  OLNEY  'WORKS  have  had  the  sprinklers  overhauled  and  they  are 
now  working  well.  A  scheme  for  the  overhaul  of  one  of  the 
existing  sewage  .pumps  and  the  replacement  of  the  two  other  pumps 
with  centrifugal  electrically  driven  automatically  controlled  pumps 
has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  the  pumps  are 
not  expected  until  June  or  July  of  1948*  and.  the  reconditioning 
has  not  yet  commenced. 

THE  SHERIriGrTOh  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS  is  only  partly  working  due 
to  the  breakdown  of  the  sprinklers  during  the  Spring. 

Replacements  were  placed  on  order  forthwith,  but  are  not.  yet  to 
hand. 


Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing 
the  proper  maintainance  of  the  privately  owned  works  for  Manor- 
Estate  and  Fields  Estate,  Haversham  at  which  the  sprinklers  are 
also  broken  down  ana  awaiting  delivery  of  new  parts. 

NEW  SEWAGE  SCHEMES 


No  further  progress  has  yet  been  made  towards  the 
execution  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  schemes  for  Castlethorpe ,  Emberton, 
Hanslopc,  Lavendon,  Bradweli  and  Bow  Urickhill.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Ministry  will  soon  be  in  a  position  to  authorise  some  of 
these  schemes  as  the  demand  is  urgent.

SCAVENGING 

SOUTHERN  DIVISION 

The  two  vehicles  mentioned  in  my  last  Report  have  now 
been  delivered.  Dust  collections  are  now  made  in  all  villages 
fortnightly.  Cesspools  are  emptied  when  asked  for  by  occupiers.
